fore the diſcouery of this countrep. This mat⸗ 
ter Doth not cauſe any great diticultie, that the 
Romaines and other nations, which in tine pat, 
tnioped the Land of Spayne, had not diſcouered 
this countrey: It is to be thought, p the reugh⸗ 
nes okthole Seas in thofe dapes, did diſturde 


and hinder the Nauigation. 


Sothat this Lande, may well bee called the 
firme and continent Land, wherok Plato wꝛiteth: 
which doth agree with all the fokens and lignes, 

which bee giueth of the other: cheelely, wherin 
hee affirmeth, that it lpeth inkrentok the South 
Den. Then koꝛalmuth as hath beene ſayled in 
our daies, in the favd South Sea, doth appere, 
that in relpect of the bꝛedth and greatnes of the 
fapde South Sea, all the Mediterraneum Sead, 
and as much as is knowen or the Occean, vul⸗ 
garlo called, the Morthen Sea, are Niuers in 
compartion or the other. ;

“where tbe Spanvards defended them lelues thoough the 5 
puerfight of thoſe which had the charge of that part oftbe 
Foꝛtreſte: by meane wh erok, they put the Spanpardes 
to kligbt, and allo with a ripe put out one ofthe eves of 
Don Diego, by reafon wherot thep were fozced to fler and

whichare fo great, that commonly they are of 20. pea, r 
2 foote long: Their property is, al wel, to rekreſh thems 
ae an the Land, as in the Mater? but ik anp of them 
ran lape holde vpon Man oz Beaſt in the Mater, their 
frength is ſuch, that ther carry thé vnder water, where 
dg thep deuoure and conſume them: But cheefelp they 
ſmell a Dogge a karre of , and they lape their Egges on 
the Land, a great number togeat her, where they bꝛcede: 
but among the Landes they are flow of their crapinge : 
akter they haue batched, they leade their Pounge to the 
Mater: in the whichtheir natural pꝛoperties, they may 
bee compared to the Crocodilles of Nile: they alſo ſuffer 
much honger, koꝛ their kedinge when they want neate, 
is the fruiteofa Tre called Maugle , wherof are many 
in thofe Niuers, which are ol harde Timber, highe and 
fraight in groweth, and grow in ſalte water, which is 
not onelp ſalte but alſo bitter. But the opinion is, that 
thoſe Beaſtes bie to eate of that Fruite, when other fees 
ding fapleth: they eate alſo Fith, In all this Coat, the 
Grapne called Maiz groweth not. 

An this forte they went rowinge with their canoas as 
gain the currant ofthe Sea, which alwapes runneth 
Poꝛthward, and their wap was Southward: and in this 
auigation all along the Coaſte, the Indians allaulted 
them accoꝛdinge to the cuſtome of their Maͤrres, thun⸗ 
Dering out cryes and nopfe,catlinge them baniched men, 
with baire on their kates, pea, ſuch as were bꝛed cf pᷣ ſcũ

declared: and there hee left thee fugitine Spanpardes, 
who were liaine by the Indians, as at the length was 
knowen. So that with this intelligente thep retur⸗ 
ned backe againe to Panama, hauinge beene thꝛe veares 
in the fame Dilcouerp, in great perrill, luffering many 
miſeries, aſwell bp want of Widaals,as by the Mar res 
and reſiſtance of the Indians, and alio mutiny amonge Ake 
themlelues, who were in diſpaire the moſt ol them, ts 
finde any profitable thing: But vet the wiſdome ¢ ene a 
condicion of Don ꝑraxeiſto piſarro, pacified their diſcoꝛd

uintes bere before declared, and hereafter chalbe decla⸗ 
red. To this citte al the Calcikes oꝛ noble men reſoꝛted 


krom all places of the Empire to bꝛing their tributes ‘ape 
pertaining to the Pꝛince, as alſo to deale about particus 
lar affapꝛes, and to demaund iuſtice in their ſuites one 
with another. 

In all the whole dominidns of that countrey, there 


was not any place of habitacion that had the Paieſtie oꝛ 


manner of a cittie, but onely Cuſco, where was a fapze 


Foꝛtreſſe, wꝛought of ſauare ones, which were fo huge 


and great, that it was a wonder how they were e 
‘thither, by Indian ſtrength of men, without helpe ok 
DMren, Muples, oꝛ other Beaſtes: and vet there are fone:

thꝛoughout the land, vntil ſuch time as from the partes 
of collao, tame from the great lake called Titicaca, which 
is in tircuite nere do.

be ſhould palle that way with all his famitic and armte, 
€ the like in the other high wap in the plaines, although 


not fo nighe the one to the other as the buildinge in 
the mountaines: But accoꝛding as the riuers lap, ſo was 


the building by reaſon ok ſuccour and pꝛouiſton of wa⸗ 


ter, and in this fort they ſtoode diſtant Gfteene, pea, and 


twentie Leagues . Dheie lodginges were called Tam- 
bos, Whereas the Indians, in Whole turifsicion they kel, 
bad pꝛouiſton alwayes in ſtoze of all thinges neccfarte 


foꝛ his armie and hoaſt, not only of meate and dinke, 
but alfo of all kinde of armour, apparrel, and weapon, 


which they vſed fo2 the warres, in fuch ſoꝛt, that one of 


thoſe Tambos, it nede required, was able ta furnify in o⸗ 
45 nerv refpecte twenty o2 thirtie thouſand fighting men. 


This Prince carped with him for his garde à great 


5 number of men of warre, with pikes, halberds, clubbes, 


and battle axes, o ſiluer, copper, and forte of gold, and ale 


; fo ſeuerall fo2ts of finges, 
They made bꝛidges fo2 Riuers, of timber; and thole 
Riuers which were lo bꝛoad that thoſe kinde of bꝛidges 
would not ſerue, they vſed fo2 them mightie long cables 
made of a certain kinde of Kuſhes, called Maquey, which 
is moze ſtronger then hempe.

cuſtodp of his elde ſt Sonne, vnto whom, Atabaliba fente 


Emballadoꝛzs, giuinge him to vnderſtand, the veceale of 


his Father, and alſo ſubmittinge himſelke to his obedi⸗ 
ente, befechinge his Maieſty that her would ratifie the 
gilt of bis 1220utnce of Quito, which the Father of them 
both had left vnto him, conſidering that, that Pꝛouince 


ok Quito was conquered by their Father, after the mas 


rpage with his Mother : and moꝛeouer, the Lande came 
by bis Pother, and aunceſtoꝛs, and was not pertapning 

to the Crowe of cuſco, o2 his inheritance. 
Suleſcar made anſ were, that bee ſhould come to Cuſco 
and render vp vnto him the Army, and in ſo doinge, hee

=~ Hecate were the troubles which Don Diego 
e and his companp palled in the ioꝛnep toward 
AG Chili, alwel with hunger and thirſt, as allo 
with encounter of Indians, Which were 

— mightie great men of groweth. Alſo there 
were in ſome places exceeding good archers, Iebo wers 
clothed in Zeale ſkinnes: But the extreme colde did 
much annoy them, aſwell the bitter Harpe aire, as the 


kroſt and fnew, ¢ alſo the paflage ouer the mountaines, 


which were couered with (now, where it hapned that a 
taptaine called Rdias, who followed Don Diego de A la- 


Ero, had manp of bis men and hoꝛſes frozen to death, for

ceptyng like wiſe into the accompte all croked wates , whiche

of force were to bee gonne almoſte circular, and not directly 
ſtraight. So that by eche of thele twoo reconynges, the go⸗ 


uernement of Don Franci/co did finiſhe a greate waie, befoze 
thet could come to Cuſco: pea ſome faten, before thei could 


come to the Citie ol Rynges. But Don Frauciſco pꝛetended 
that their opinions were not tutte, nop lawful in that forme: 


of meaſuring: but rather ſaied he, that thet ſhould meaſure ar⸗ 
copding to che rules of the altitude of the Sunne, allou ing the 
due nomber okleagues to euery degree, beginnyng at the Es 


quinoctiall line, accoꝛdyng to Aſtronomers reconyng in the

though ſundꝛie tymes, bothe Pilotes and learned Senmetri⸗ 


cds hath met to decide the cauſeeſpecially the Liceuciall /a.

matter, and as pet ſentence was neuer pronounces. But nor: 


letting this diſcoꝛd cealle . æ returnyng again tu the Hiſtozie. 
Herrando Piſarro, ſent wooꝛde vnto Don Diego that be

retine we to lodge in, and in the megane while he wauld eduer⸗

that thei were bothe kreendes and compantons: And to treate 
ok this matter, ſome doe affirme, that truce was taken vpon 
that condition, ſo that vnder that conclulion. eche one held him 
ſelkto be in ſecuritie. Hernando Liſarro cũuſed that night all 
the Citezens and menne of warre, to take their reſte in their

Chen Den Diego had aduiſe ol the Citezens reſte aud 
ſecuritie, and the night beyng veric darke, eſpecially tough 


s darke Clovde, whiche at that inſtaunt couered the Citie, he 


forthwith aſſaulted the Citie. But when Hernando and Gens 
fale Piſarro heard the noiſe, thet made greate hatte in arming 
them ſelute, and their boule becyng the firft that was affauls 
ted, thei like valliant gentlemen dekended them ſelues, vntill 
thei had let fire on euery fine of the boule, where vpon thet pel⸗ 
ded, and were in this oꝛver taken pꝛiſoners 1 
The next pate followyng Don Diege compelled the coſt⸗ 
ſaill ot the Citic, to receiue hym foꝛ their cheekruler and Ga: 

uernour: and allo commaunded Hernando aud Gonſalo Pi: 

ſarro tu be put in Jrons, yea and manp of his councellers wi⸗ 

ſhed hym to put them to death, the whiche councell he reſuſed 
conſidering the noble courage and minde, whiche theiſhewed 


in the delence of their heule, lo that thei were put in che cult 


die of Diego de e Aluarado. Allo it was crevibly theught 
that certaine Indians were the occalion, that Hon Diego din 


byeake the trufe that was made, and alfa fone Spanpardes, 


who bꝛought newes vnto hym, that Hernando Pifarro had 
commanded to bꝛeake donne the bꝛidges, aud the Foztrelle 
in the Citie, whiche newes ſeemed to bec the verie oziginall 
cauie, For when Den Diego entered into the Citie, he pake 
thele wooꝛdes with a loude voce; Oh haw haue ve ecetucn 
me with pour deceiptkullneweg lo here J finde bothe bꝛid⸗

ges, and euery chung whole and ſounde. eee 
Dek all theſe pꝛoceadinges the Souernoꝛ Poſarro, knee 
nothing. noꝛ many dates after the takyng ok the citie, and int: 
pꝛilonment ok his bꝛethꝛen Ven Diego de e Almagro, made 
Paulo bother to Atabaliba kyng, & gaue vnto hin the Cal 
fal of the Empire, the which newes being knowne to his bree 
ther Mango Inga, he fledde with a greate nomber ok his peo⸗ 
hle into certaine alpersus Dountatnes called Andes. 
How the Indians flue many that the Gouernor 

ſent to ſuecour his brethren in Cuſco. Chap. 5. 


e Mong other thynges whiche the Gouernour 
Don Franciſco Pifarre ſent to traue of the 

Emperour, he beſought his Maiellie in remu⸗ 
e nreration ok his leruice doen in the conguelt of 
Peru to graunt hm 20000, Indians perpe⸗ 
kually to hym ¢ his dilcendentes, in a Pꝛouinte called Atam⸗ 
Pillos, with their Rentes, Cributes, and Jurildiction, with 
title of Loꝛde Marques of that plate and people. The Em⸗ 
perour aunkwered, that as touchyng the Indian people he 
would take abuilement, and allo ofthe qualitte of the Coun⸗ 
trey and what pꝛofite oꝛ damage thereof might growe: and 
that in conſideration of his feruice , he would fo gratilie hym 
as lawfully with reaſon he ſhould thinke conuentent , fo chat 
ut his request the title of Lode Marques was graunted, and 
the Emperoꝛ commaunded that from thence koꝛthe he ſhould 
be bo called. And therefone hereatter in the pꝛoſecution of this 
Piſtozie we will call hom by the name of Loꝛde Marques. 
The Londe Marques hauyng vnderſtandyng ok the re. 
Hbellion of the Andtaus and not thinkong the matter would 
chaule conte to ſuche extremitie, he begau to lende ſuccourok 
men, to biz bꝛother Hernando hiſarto, ta Cuſco, by little ai 
little as he could gette them, by tenne and kiktene ata tyme. 
The Indlans allo hearyng ofthis weake fuccour, appointed 
map men oF warre to attende their commipng at euery dan⸗ 
gerdeis palluge chat was in their wate , lo that as many as

ikhe had ſent them all together. And as he went to viſite the 


cities of Trugillio, and ſainct Mighell, he determined to lende 


one Diego Piſarro, with 7. hoꝛſemen, tothe ſuccour ok his 


bzethꝛen, al the whiche the Indians fue at a ſtraight pallage, 


whiche offorce thet ſhould goe, and at this daie is called the 
hill of Parcos,whiche ſtandech fiftie leagues from Cuſco:aud 


the like happened to the Marques his brother in Lawe, called 


Gonſalo de Tapia, uiho he ſent after ward with 80. hoꝛlemen: 
thei alſo put to the woꝛſe Captaine Morgouje and Captaine 


Gaete, with their tũyanies, yea, fewe op none of them elcaped: 
ſo that thole which almaies follawen lat, could haue no know 
ledge of the ſucceſſe ol thole which went bekoꝛe. And an other 
policie the Indians alfo vled, which was, thei would let them 


paſſe, tillthei came into a Clallep betweene twoo Pilles, and 
then would thet enuiron them bothe before and behinde, and 
krom the high places came the ftones as thicke as Maile, bee⸗ 
yng thꝛowne with llonges in ſuche forte, that thet fue many 
ol them, beloꝛe thei could come to hande ſtrokes. So that thet 
flue aboue 300. hoꝛſemen, and tooke from them greate qua: 
titie of Jewells, Armour, and apparell ok filke, nite 
Now the Marques hauyng no aunfwere from none ok 
thole ſuccours „he ſent Franciſeo Godoy bonne in Caceres

And wh he was come 
tothe Titie of Rynges, whither alſo was comen Captaine 
Diego de Aguerd , with certaine men that had eſcaped the

bpon he ſent Pedro de Lerms with 70, hoꝛſemen, and many 
Indians his kreendes, to encounter with the Souldfars af 
Ingarith whom thet fought almoſte a whole ORE brtitl the 
enemies were forced ta take a high Rocke for their holde and 
ſauegarde. KAherevnta the Spanpardes laied ſiege on euery 
fide: the ſame Baie captame Lerma had his teeth broken with 
the ſtripe ofa ſtane and allo nine of his men were wounded, 
and one hozſeman laine But the Chꝛiſtians dꝛaue them into 
lo groate an extremitie, that ik the Parques! had not com⸗ 
muunded them to retire, thei would that daie hane ended the 
warres: becaule the Indians were in extreame miſerie tute 
pp in their foꝛt, and no wate te helpe them lelues. So that the 
Spaupardes alto ſeeyng theim ſelues free fram the tyꝛannie 
öktheir enemies, thei gau vntn God moocke hartte thunkes, 
and thus doen ther remoued their Campe onto an high hile, 
that ſtandeth not karre from the Ci itie ot the Ronges, dakelp 
i icant pny wich the enemies. 
The cheele Cantaine ok the Indians was called 5; 54

And alſo that the Spanpardes ſhould not haue hope of ſuccour 
to repaire to the ſaied ſhippes, to elcape out ofthe lande, and by 
that meane to ficht with lelſe courage, then manhoode fouls 
require, he commaunded the ſhippes to bee (ent fram thence to 
Panama, De {ent alfo meflengers ta the Clicerape of the newe 
Spaine, and to all the Chriftian couernonts of all the Indieg: 
crauyng their fauoꝛ and helpe, aduertiſpng the ok the grert dan⸗ 
ger that he was in. Signiktyng the lame with woondes, not ef 
uche courage as he was wont to ſhewe in other thyuges. But 
it ſhould ſeeme that his lo doyng , was thꝛough the perſwation 
of ſome kaint harted perlone, whiche counceller hym ſo to doe. 
He ent like wiſe to his lieutenant of Trugillio,comaunding 
hym to leaue the Citie without people, ant to embarke their 
wiues, childꝛen, and goodes in a chip which he lent fox that pure 
pole, that thei might be conuayed to the firm lande, and he with

all the reſt ofthe citezens to come with their hozſes and arog 


to aide him. Becauſe he thought alluredly that the Indian ene⸗

them ſelues together in one bodie: pet he required that their cõ⸗ 
ming chould be in lecret. TAGE thinhabitätes of Trugillio were 
ready to depart towardes the Marques, came thither Captain 
Alonfode Alvarado with all his companie, wha was come krõ 
the dilcouerie of Chachapoyas, beyng aifo ſent for,bp the Mar⸗ 
ques, and hauyng (cite a certaine companie ok men ok warre in

When the Marques tae him ſell lo well preuided omen, 


ann other furniture necelſlarie, he determined to lu ccour, where 
‘note neede ſhould require. (Ahervpon he ſent captaine Alon 
ſe de Aluarade with 300, Spanpardes,tostemen and hozle⸗

men to diſcrie the coũtrey: who pꝛoceding on his tourney about 
4 leagues from the citie, in Pachacama he had a ſharpe battaile 
withthe Indians, ol whom he had the victozie, and ſlue many ol 
thẽ:ꝛthis doen, he tooke the wate toward C ulco, iu whiche tours 
ney pallyng through the countrey bubabitcn, he {uttered great 


penurie, and onely for wãt of water, died aboue 500 ok his In⸗ 


diaus with thirſt, who were labourers and caried his bagage, 


and ik the light hoꝛſemen had not been, who roade by poſte with 
certain vellells for water, whiche was the meane to laue the li⸗ 
ues of a greate number mo of the footem en, whiche were all in 
banger of thefame ende. As he in this maner pꝛoceded foꝛward, 
he ouertooke in the ꝛouince af Xauxa Gomes de Tordoya, naz 
turall de Pilla Nuewa de Barca Rota, who had in his companie 

200 footemen and hozſemen, ſo that thet were now in number 
500 men, with whom Hlonſo de Aluerado tobke his waie to 
the bꝛidge called Lumjchaca, where the Jndiãs had enuironed 
them on euery ſide, c hauyng their bactatle together, the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians had the victozte, yet thet ceatten not £ kirmiſhyng vntill 
thet came tothe bꝛidge called Aban cay, where Alonſo de Ale 
uarado had vnderſtanding of the impꝛilonment of Hernando ſe 
Gonfalo Piſarro, and ok all the affaires which paſſed in Cu ſco, 
fo that he determined to pꝛocede no kurther, ontil he ſhould haue 


further Commiſſion from the Marques. KAhen Po Diego de 


Almagre had notice of the tõmyng of Alen ſo de Aluaradoihe 
{ent vnto hym Diego de Aluarado with other ſeuen hozſemen, 


tonotifie onto. hym the pꝛauiſion graunted bp the Emperor, 


Aho at their commipny Alonſo de Aluarado tooke them pate 


dners:ſaiyng, that the Loꝛde Marques ought to be cited with 


their pꝛouiſtons, x not he who was na partie foꝛ ſuche matters.

About xp. daies after he came with his whole power, deter⸗ 
minyng to let vpon Aluarado, becauſe he vnderſtandyng how 


Pedro de Lerma had pꝛactiſed a Mutinie, for to palſe voto him 
with So men. and when Dan Diego dꝛewe nigh to Alvarado, 
bis ſcoute, toke ppiſoner Pedro Aluares Helzuin,who was &

fuccour his bꝛethꝛen: and caried in his companie 700 hozſmen 
and footemen , thinkyng that his aide Mould haue been againſt 
the Indians onelp. Forhe knewe nothing of the returne of D 
Diego de Almagro from his diſcouerie, noꝛ pet ok an p thpng 
whiche had happened. 

Many of his ſouldiars which he caried with hym, were fent 
vnto hym by Den eAlon ſo de Fuen Mayor Archbiſhopp, and 
loꝛde Pꝛeſident of the Jland of Santo Domingo, with his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Diego de Fuen Mayor brought like wiſe a certain nomber 
of men from Panama. And alſo Diego de Ayala was retour⸗ 
ned fram Micaragua with an other tompanie of men. So that 
the Marques pꝛoceadyng on his iourney, vntill he tame to the 
plaines in the Pꝛouince de Naſca, whiche ſtandeth diſtant 2 5. 
leagues from the Citie of the Kynges, where he had newes ok 
the returne ol Don Diego from his diſcouerie, and alſo oł all s⸗ 


ther perticnlarities whiche had happened, ſince his tommpng, 


ag before at large hath been rehearſedꝛthe qreefof thole process 
dynges moued his pacience not a little, pet notwithſtandyng, 
he conſidered, that his armie was furniſhed to light with Indi⸗ 
ans, and not armed to warre with Spanyardes. AAlherefoze he 
determined to returne backe againe to the citie of the Kynges, 
to encreafe his power with moze men: and to accomplithe his 
pꝛetence forth wich he put in vꝛe his returne. Srding vnto Cu⸗ 
ſco, the Licentiat Eſbinoſa to take oꝛder in the pacifipna of the 


hotles whiche were begun, and to enfoꝛne Do» Diego, that

In this manner, Sonſalo piſarro continued on his wap, 
toward Quito, wbere as longe before hee gaue aduice of 
bis returne: wherupon the Cittizens of Quito pꝛouided 
great aboundance of hogs, x thepe,¢ came out of the citie 
fo mate him on his wap: they carped alſo with the ſome 
hoꝛſes & apparrel, foꝛ Gonfalo Pifarro,and his Captaines, 
the which ſuctoꝛ came vnto him, being Jo. leagues from 
Quito, who cõming vnto him with ſuch pꝛouiſis, God he 
knoweth, how iopfully it was accepted, but chefelp the 


bictuals tconfalo piſarro t his company, were almoſt na⸗ 


kt d, fo longe Gthence with the great waters of rapne, 
kTotherwile, their clothes were rotté from their bodies, 
fo that now, each of them had but only two mall Deare 
ſkins, which touered their koze parts, and alſo their bins 
der partes: fome had lefte olds rotten bꝛæches, ſhooes 


made ok raw veare (kins: their [woazds wanted ſcabardg 


and were ſpopled with ruſt, they came alton foote, their 
ar mes and legs, were ſeratehed with ſhzubs and bzyers, 
their ieſtures ſeœmed like vnto dead men, ſo that ſcarcelp 


their frends ¢ olde acquaintance knetv thems In which 


painekull Joꝛnep, in moze then 200. leagues, they could 
finde no (alte, which they found to bee a great want onto 


them. But when they were come into the countrep ot 


Quito, and had reteaued that frendly ſuccour, they fel on 
their knæs, and killed the ground, peeldinge vnto God 
moft humble and barty thankes, who bad deliuered them 
fain fomany perrils and daungers.

lo keede like raueninge woolfes, fo that it was thought 

tonuenient fo2 their health, to tare their moat, with mas

When Gonfalo piſarro ſa that the boafes and appar⸗ 
rell which was bꝛought, would but onty furniſh him and 
bis Captaines , neither hee noꝛ they would not take any 
parte thereof, noꝛ pet chaunge their olde ragges, which 
they had on their backes , to obſerue the rule of equitie, 
like good ſouldiers: ſo that in this fozme and attire, he 
with his companp, entred into the city of quito, in a moze 


ninge, and wente directly to the Temple, to render vnto 
— Gon nok bumble laude and paife , who of his infinite 


goodnes had delivered them out of ſa manye perrils and 
daungers: and after their pꝛaples giuen, cache one attis 
red him felfe accoꝛding to his polliblitie. |

UWiben all this dilligence was done, thep commaunded ko 
be (laine certapne UMaſſailes, Which were knowne to be 4 


ſeruaunts and frends tothe Marqueſſe. i 
It was afoprowtulbfpectacle ts behold and beare; the 
Wiucs ol dead men, what dolefull cries they made, yea, 


the lamentable woꝛds that they ſpake. The coꝛpes ot the 


Loꝛd Marqueſſe, tertaine Negros drew a long the ſtrertes 


towardthe Church, none bürſkburie him, vntyll lean 


de Har baran, Cittizen of Trugillie; who ſomtyme had been 
ſeruaunt to the Marqueffe she and bis Wile buried bothe 
the Marqueſſe and his Bꝛother, al well as they might, ha⸗ 
uing fir obteined licence foꝛ that fact of Don Diego: they 
made all the halte poſſible to burie bim, and vet they had 
not leylure to attyꝛe him accoꝛding to the vſuall ceremo⸗ 
ny of Knights, of the oꝛder of . 7 ames,becante they wers 
aduiſed how the men of Chili were comming to cutte of 
the Marqueſſe head. fo to put it on the Picot, which is a 
Gallobees after their vſe. In this forme Juan de Barbaran, 
buried his Lozd and Paiſter, and after the buriall be cans 
fed the Funerall pompe fo be ſolemnized, according as he 
was . ane ee Alter all this god wyll and 
ote dilligence 
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dilligence was ſhewed: he went to ſerke bis Cbyldꝛen, 
which went wandꝛing aſtrap, to procure they: lecuritie. 

The Chili men were now Loꝛdes and Nulers in the 
Cittie. By this ſucceſſe we map learne and ſe the woꝛld⸗ 
ly thinges, and the varietie of Foꝛtune, that in ſo Mort 
a tyme, a Gentleman who had diſcouered, conquered, and 


gouerned fo great Countries, (o manp Ringdomes , luch 


innumerable (ums of Treaſure: who had giuen lo great 


rentes and liuings, in reſpect of time, the greateſt Pꝛince 


in the woꝛld had not done the lyke. And now to be ſud⸗ 
denly ſlaine, by the handes of onelp twelue men, at none 


tyme, being in a Cittie, where all the Cittizens wer ey⸗ 


ther his ſeruants, Rinſemen, oꝛ Soldiours, vnto whome, 
generally he had giuen ſufficient liuing and none among 
them would come to ſuccour him: nap, rather they tles az

And all the infinite Drealure which 
he polleſſed, conſumed in a moment, not hauing fe much 


left to burie him, accoꝛding to the degreꝛ and ſtate of his 


perſon: and all theſe thinges to happen vnto him after he 
had thereof (uffictent warning by ſundꝛie men, as bere 
befoꝛe bath bene declared. This hath happened the. xx vi.

Of the cuftomes and qualities ofthe Marquefle, Don 
Frauciſes Pifarro, and the Diſcouerer, Don piego 
de Almagro. Chap. 9. 


Ithens this Hiſtoꝛie and Diſcouerp of the 
Pæouince of Peru, hath oꝛigen from the two 
valiant Captaines, of whame byther vnto 
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feth, when he wꝛiteth of two Captains, which are in any 


we haue ſpoken: UA ho are p Marqueſſe, Don 

—Frranciſco B: iſarro, and Don Diego de Alma- 
gro: It is mete and conuenient to weite theyz cultomes 
and qualities, comparing them together, as Platarchus vs 
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The Diſcouery 


reſpect comparable one to the other: and kouching the lp⸗ 
nage ef theſe our Captaines, at the beginning ofthis Be 


tozie, is wꝛitten aſmuch as could be knowen. Wut in the 
reſidue they were bothe baliaunt perſons of great tour⸗ 


rage, they were alfo great ſuſferers of paynes ¢ trauails, 
and verie bertudus, they were frends to do ple ſure foal 
men, at theyꝛ omne cot, They were much lyke of inclys 
nation, elpectaliy in the fate of lyuing, koꝛ nepther of 
them was married, although the poungell of them bothe 
at the tpnig ol they death, was aboue ch r ſcoze a and fine 
peeres of age. 

Thep Were bothe enclined ko atcapꝛes ot RN arres * ale 
though; Don piegode e Almzgro, when oceafion of WMarres 
wanted, applied him ſelke to thinges of gapnes: they were 
here ol one age when they fake the conqueſt ol Peru in 
hande, in which Dilcouerie and conquell, fhep tobe the 
papnes which bath bene declared although the Marqueſſe 
dyd luffer greater trauatle, and paſſed greater per vls then 
Don Diego. Ifoꝛ ſuhylſt the one was occupied in the grea⸗ 
teſt part of the Diſconerie , the other abode in Panama,

pꝛouiding necefaries ¢ Furniture for him, as lpkewile 


bath bene declared, They were bothe noble minded, and 
alwapes they pretended and concepued haughty thinges, 
they were gentle and ampable to the 52 Soldiours, they 
were equall in lpberallitie 2although in ſhewe, Don Diego 
bad the aduantage, becauſe he loued that his gilt ſhould be 


publiſhed and blowne abꝛoade: onto which condition the 


Marqueſſe was contrarie, fo2 be would not permit that 


bis Ipberall giftes Gould bo ſpoken of: but rather pꝛocu⸗ 


red to haue them kept in ſecrete, hauing moꝛe refped to 


pꝛouide fo2 the necellitie of ſuch as wanted then to ob⸗ 


taine a baineglozious repoꝛt. 
It once happened that a pwꝛe Soliour „ had his cherke 
ritches in a Poꝛſe, which oped ol an unknown diſeale, ol 
which mithap the Marqueſſe hauing vnderſtanding, and 
tcüming downe ints 15 Tennis Court, cpinking to “tbe 
the 
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the pwꝛe loldiour there, he bꝛought in his boſome a wedge 
of Golde, ol ten pound weight, to giue onto him with bis 
gwne hands: and not finding him there at that inſtant, he 
chaunted to make àa match at play , ¢ without putting off 
his coate, he plaped his match, becauſe he would not that 
any ſhould fe the wedge of Gold which was in his bofont, 
The play cõtinued the fpace of thre howꝛes.⁊᷑ then came 


the Soldioꝛ foꝛ whome the golde was brought, the which 


he delpuered vnto him fecrefly,faping: that he had rather 


haue giné him thꝛe times as much, thé to {after § paines 


which he had taken in his long tarying: with many other 
lpke examples, which might at length be ſpoken of. 


So that al wapes the Marqueſſe almes and giftes were 


diſtributed by his owne handes, and with almuch ſecreſte 
as might be, yea, and alwapes procured the recopuers 
to keepe ſilence: And fo2 this cõſideration, Dox Dicgo was 


- Helde fo be moꝛe liberall, foꝛ altgough be gaue largely, pet 


he had a forme hom it Mould ſeem much moze then it was: 
notivithfanding, touching this vertue of Paguificence, 


they map iuſtl be called equall The Marqueſſe alſo was 
wont to lap, that conſidering the company of aduenture 


and fellowihip made bet werne them, that neither of them 
tould giue any thing wherein the other had not his part, 
€ therfore as lpberall was he, which permitted the other 


to giue:and for compꝛobation, this ſball ſerue That 


where they were botbe the ritche men, bothe in Rent e 
Treaſure, and as lpberally might diſpend the fame, as a⸗ 


ny Waince in the world, not having a kingly Crowne:pet 


they came bothe to death with great pouertie:that at this 
dap, there is not any remembꝛaunce of any thing proper, 
which was theyꝛs:lauing. that ofall they2 gods ¢ lands, 
they bad not wherewithall to burie them: as the lpke is 
witten of Cato E Silla, and of many other Romane Cape 
taines, which were buried of almes. 

hele two valiant Captaines, were affecioned to da 
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fo, they: ſeruaunts and fouldiors,bothe to enritch them, 
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The Diſcouery 


and to deliuer them from peryls. Wut the Marqueſſe dyd 


rather in that reſpect exceed: Foꝛ once it happened, palſing : 


the Riuer called Barranca, that the great Currant caried 
away one cf his Indians of feruice , which by miſhap was 
fallen therein and when the Marqueſſe ſawe the peryll ol 
bis ſeruaunt, he fothwith ſtripped him felfe,¢ leapt into 
the Kiuer, hauing god (kill oklwimming, and pluckt him 
out by the haire of his head: putting him ſelle in great 
daunger, thꝛough the extreame force of the Currant, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt that the valianteſt man in all his bof, durſt not 
fake the lyke enterpꝛile in hande: wherupon ſome of his 
Captaines dyd repꝛehend his ouer much boldnelle, vnto 


whome he aunlwered, laying: Pe . not what thing it 


is to loue a ſeruaunt well. 

Although the Marqueſſe gouerned long time, and moꝛe 
quietly: pet Don Diego was moꝛe ambitious, and deſtrous 
ok rule and dignitie. Bothe of them conſerued antiquitie, 
in theyꝛ oꝛdinarie apparell , euen from their youth vp⸗ 


wardes , efpecially the Marqueſſe, who euer bfen to 


weare ordinarily a Coate of black cloath, with long quar⸗ 


ters, and ſhoꝛt waſted, his ſhwes of a white Deere kin, 


and a white felt Hat, and his Swoꝛde ¢ Dagger of aun⸗ 


tient kation. And when thꝛough the impoꝛtunate requeſt 
ok his ſeruants, vpon any ſolempne holy dap, he happened 


fo weare a Gowne furred with Martins, which the 1e 2d 


Marqueſſe Cortez had ſent to him from the new Spaine: 


as fone as he came from Church, he would thꝛowe it fra 
him, and vled to haue a towell about his necke. In the 
tyme of Peace, he vſed much to play at Tennis, oꝛ at 


Bowles, and therefore cheflic he bled the Towell about 8 


his necke, to wype the fweat from his face. 3 
Bothe theſe Captaynes were mok patient in papnes 
taking, and alſo in any extremitie of hunger: But per⸗ 
ticularly the Marqueſſe, ſhewed the fame in the exercile 
of the fapde paſtimes -y fo2 there were very fewe poung 
men ae rant endure with gies He was allo moze en⸗ 
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| clyned to any kinde of paſtime, then Don Diego, fo that 


many tymes he would play at the Bowles, all the whole 
dap. and pafled not with whome he plaped, although it 
were epther with Parriner oꝛ Wyller , noꝛ pet would 


permitte any to take vp his Bowle foꝛ him, noz to vſe 


towarde him any vſuall ceremonies of duetp, accuſtomed 
to his Eſtate and dignitie. It was fone waightp mat⸗ 
ter that ſhould cauſe him to leaue from play, efpecially, 
when he was a loſer But ik at any he had aduertifes 


ment of rebellion, oꝛ inſurrection of Indians : then ſoth⸗ 


with bis Armoꝛ was at hand, and Launce in readineſle, 
he bled in (uch extremities, to ryde Pole alone thꝛough 
the Cittie, to warde the place where the altsration Was, 
without tarping foꝛ moze company - 

Thele Captaynes were ſo ready, and ot luch haughty 
courage in the Indian Wwarre , that epther of them would 


not let to giue the Encounter, although the enimies were 


in number. 100000. Thep were of god under ſtanding 
and iudgement in any thing, that was fo be pꝛouided foꝛ 
the warres, oꝛ fox gouernment: eſpeciallp, being bothe 
men dnlearned , foꝛ thep could nepther weite, reade, oꝛ 
pet firme, which was a thing of great deffect . in luch 
noble Perfonages , dealing in ſuch waightie affapzes. 
Pet neuertheleſſe, in all other thinges, of vertuous ine 
clynations , they ſhewed them ſelues to be Noble men, 


onelp the former want excepted, wherein the auntcient 
wyſe men, dyd holde luch want fo an argument of bale⸗ 


nelle of lpnnage, 
The Marqueſſe was a man that had great confdence 


in his leruaunts and freendes: All the diſpatches which 


he made, alwell in government, and repꝛehencion of In- 
dians, he bled to make two markes, betwerne the which, 
Antonio Picado, his Secretary, kyʒmed, the name of Fran- 
ciſco Pifarra . But theſe men map excuſe them (clues, 
as Ouidius excuſed Romulus, dying: that he was anes 
ice Aſtronomer, but rather had moze knowledge in 
Gy’ Arms 
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The Diſcouery 
Armes then in Letters. i ena ot erg 
Bothe thefe Captapnes were fo affable and plapne, a⸗ 
mong thep2 people, tbat they vſed oftentimes to goe from 
houſe to houſe in the Cittie, to viſite thepꝛ neygbbours a⸗ 
lone, t toke (uch fare as they founde, and were alwapes 
ready to come to any honeſt neyghbour , that would ine 
vite eptherof them. They were equally ebitynent and 
moderate in theyꝛ fleding, and dyet, as allo in refraining 


of fenfuallitie, and efpectally from abuſing of any Spanifh |, 


Momen:foꝛ they deemed that they could not deale theres 
in. without pꝛeiudice of theyz neighbours, whole Wines 
02 Daughters, thoſe Momen were: they neyther oucre 
much enclyned ta the Indian Women. > 
The Marquefle had the companp of an Indian Genkle⸗ 
woman, who was filter to Atabaliba, by mhome he had 
a Sonne, named Don Gonfalo , who deteaſſed at folw2er 
terne peres of age: and a Daughter named Doned Fran- 
eiſca . y an other Indian Woman of Cuſco, he had an 
other Senne, called Don Franciſco. 122 RCs 01 
Don Diego de Almagro, had that ſonne of whome we haue 
ſpoken, who llewe the Marqueſſe, mhich Bonne. he hadby 


an Indian Moman of Panama. They bothe recepued bos 


nour at the Emperours hands, foꝛ as bath bene declared, 
to Don Francifeo Pifarre , he gaue the tyttle o2 addition of 
NM arqueſſe, and made him Gouernour of newe Caſtile, and 

alfo oꝛdayned him knight of the oꝛder of Saint James. 


To Don pirgo de Almagro, he gaue the gouernment of 


newe Toledo, and the tytle of cheefe Diſcouerer. Parti⸗ 
culerly, the Marqueſſe was greatly affeckioned, and helde 
in great feare and reuerente the name ol his Paieſtis: in 
lo much that he abſtapned from doing of many thinges 
that he had potver to dm, declaring that he would not that 
pis Maieſtie ſhould ſap, how he aſcended in the Land: and 
oftentpmes when he was pꝛelent at the melting of the 
Spluer and Golde, he would ryſe krom his Chayze, to 
take vy the grapnes of Spluer and ane fell 
at from 
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from the clypping, ſaying : that with bis mouth, when 
bandes kapled, be woulde gather together the kinges 
poꝛtion. | 

hele two Gentlemen , were equall euen in they: 
kindes of death, for the Marqueſſe bꝛother, put Den diege 
to death, and Dox Diego his Sonne, lebe the Mar queſle. 
The Marqueſſe was deſirous to benefit the Countrey, by 
tpllage and other commodities. neck 
Me buylt a fapꝛe boule in the Cittie of the kinges: he 
allo buplt fo the benefite of the Cittie, two rowes of 
Mylles, along the Niuer ſide, in which buplding be occur 
pied him ſelfe, at all tymes oflepfure, giuing his councell 
and opinion to the Paiſter wozke men: De toke great 
paynes in fetting foꝛwarde the woꝛkes of the Cathedzall 
Church of the Cittie of the kinges, and other lyke Ponu⸗

Howe Don Diego dre A lmagro the younger, ioyned an 
Armie of men of Warre and ho we he flewe 
certaine Gentlemen: and howe A lonſo 
de eAluarado ſpread his Enſigne for 
his Maieſtie.

an into bis power, and taken the wandes of 
Zuſtite from the Officers, and placed other 


were in that countrey tame to this cittic, pretending lx⸗ 


vortie, to robbe, ſpople, and lyue at pleaſure.

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And to farnithe thoſe Roges with money: he toe the 
Filtes appertayning to the king, and allo the godes of 
ſuch as were deceaſled, which was kept in a common 
Chelt, to perfoꝛme theyꝛ Teſtamentes and Legaties. 
But after warde, diſcencion began to growe among them 
ſelues, ſoꝛ ſome of the pꝛincipall perſonnes, mwued with 
enuie, were mynded to kyll / van de Herrada, ſeeing that 
although Don Diego had the name of gouernour and Caps 
tapne generall, pet the ſapde nerrada, ruled and gouerned 
all. And the mutiny being knowen, many lwere exetu⸗ 
ted, eſpecially:Franciſco de Chanes,and alſo Ant honio de O- 
rihuela, Citizen of Salamanca, was beheaded. Wecaute 
when he came from Spaine, he ſayde, that they were 
Tpꝛants, te inte Men en 
Alterwarde, Den Diego ſent his Mellengers vnto all 
the Citties of his gouernment, wylling them to admptte 
and recepue him for theyꝛ gouernour. And although be 
Was accepted in the moſt Citties, fo2 the feare onelp 
which they had ol him: vet in Chachapoyas, where e Alon 
ſo de Alnarado was Lieutenant, as ſone as the Purſui⸗ 
uantes were conte, with the tommaundement from Don 
Diego, he commaunded them to be arreſted, and alſo foꝛti⸗ 
ficd him ſelle to withſtand him in obedience, and had an 
eſpeciall confioence in the people of the Countrey , and 
alfotnabundzed men ol warre, which he had attending 
on his perſon. Ahereupon he ſpꝛead his Enſigne on the 
bebalfe of bis Paieſtie, eſteming in nothing the thꝛeat⸗ 
ninges, bꝛagges, and fayꝛe pꝛomiſes of Don Diego, which 
were wzitten onto him by bis Letters: But rather made 
a playne aunſwer, that in no wle he would retepue him 
foꝛ Gsuernour, vntyll ſuch tame as his Maieſtie chould 
commaund the ſame by expꝛeſle oꝛder and Commiſſion. 
And in the meane whyle, he hoped thꝛough the helpe of 
God, and thoſe Gentlemen which were in his company. 
to reuenge the death of the Loꝛde Marqueſſe, and to pu⸗ 
niſhe theyꝛ diſobedience and offences, done againſt his 
N bi Maieſkie. 
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and Conqueſt of Peru. 76 
Mhen Don viego vnderſtode the pretence of Aluara· 
de: incontinent he diſpatched Captapne Garcia de Alua- 
rado, with a great company of fete men, and Hoꝛſe men, 
commaunding him to encounter, and gine him the Onſet 
with all his industrie and power, and that in the way 
as he ſhould palle, to enter into the Cit ie of Saint Migh. 
el, and there to take bothe Armoꝛ and Hoꝛſes from the 
Cittizens, and at his returne to do the lpke in the Cittie 
of Trngillio. ape ——— — . 
In this oꝛder Garcia de A luarado toke his iozney by 

Sea , Vutypll he arriued at Puetia Sancta, which Tanz 
deth fifteene Leagues diſtaunt from Trugillio, where 

| he mette Captaine Alonſo Cabrera, who came flying 

away with all toe people of the Towne of Guanuco, to 
ioygne with the Cittizens of Trugillio , againſt Don 
picgo: which caule being perfectly knowen, he tobe bothe 8 Y 
him and certapne of the cheefed of his company . - Cabo 7 N 
as lone as he was come to the Cittie of Saint Aighell he 
cauled to ſtrike of the heads, bothe ol him, and one Villegas 
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Howe che Cittie of Cuſco aroſe for his Maieſtie, and 
cChoſe for their Captayne general, Pedro 
Aluares Holgui, and what followed.

After that the Peſlengers were 


difpatcbed backe againe with this aunſwere: the Etats 
ol the Cittie, calling to remembaunce howe Comer de 


Tordoya , who was one of the chefeſt of Councell ot the 
Cittie, was at that inſtaunt recreating him (elfe abꝛoade 
in the Countrey . They agr erde to fend aduertiſement

he concluded, to lende a Peſſenger to Pedro A ſuerot, 


Lieutenaunt of Charcas , to wyll him to ryſe on the 
bebalfe of his Paieſtie: and then the ſapde Gomer de 


Tordoya, with all bis. power, went after Pedro A lua. 


res Holguin: who was gone with a hundꝛed men, to en⸗ 


counter with certayne Indians, and with good happe he 


duertoke him: at which metting he certified bim ol the 


newes at Cuſco, beleching him to accept the charge 
of ſo 5 and © bonparables an ene > a5 1 
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they? generall and chefe Nuler ouer theyꝛ Wolke: in con⸗ 
fideration whereok, he alſo offered to be his Soldiour and 
the firſt man that ſhould obey him. Upon Which requelt, 
Pedro ¶AMuares actepted the charge, æ incontinent ſpꝛead 
his Enſigne in the bebalfe of his Maieſtie. And this being 
done, they conuocated the inhabitauntes of the Cittie ol 
Arequipa, with whome thep went fo Cuſco: where, at 
theyꝛ comming they found many congregated on the bes 
halfe of Don Diego, who fo2th with ied towardes him, ta 
the number of fiftie perfonnes. after whome followed 
Captapne Castro and 4 ernando de Bachiaco; with cer⸗ 


tapne Margabuſiers , who ouertoke them in the night.

The Countell of Cuſco hearing of this god lucceſſe: 
tame and iopfully recepued him, and with confo2mitte of 
all the Captaynes, bothe ſwoze and choſe Pedro Aluares 
neolguin lo: Captayne and chéefe Judge of all the domini⸗ 
ons of Peru, vntyll ſuch tyme as his Paieſtie ould o⸗ 
therwyſe pꝛonide, whereupon warre was pꝛoclapmed a⸗ 
gain Don Diego and his retinew. The Cittizens allo of 


Quſco bound themſelues to paie all ſuch ſummes of mo⸗ 


ney which he ould ſpend of the Rings Treaſure among 


his Soldiours, if that his Paieſtie ſhould not thinke well 
oꝛ accept the fame in iuſt and lawfull accoumpt. And foꝛ 


the furnithing oftbele pꝛocedinges, all the Cittizens of 


Charcas, Arequipa, and Cuſco, offered they2 godes and 15

aboue. 350. men, of whome were. 190. oꝛſemen „ a 
hundꝛed Hargabuſiers, and a hundꝛed Mpkemen.

that inſtant orderly pꝛeſented, and admitted the Tpcenci⸗ 
ate Jaca de Caſtro foꝛ Oouernoꝛ, and G erouims de Aliaga 


for his Lieutenaunt, becauſe he was ſo appointed by le 


pꝛouilions: After the doing of theſe things, the aldermen 
fled to the Cittie of Trugillio, and manp other Tittizens 
in theyꝛ company: thele things were not lo lecretiy done. 
but the ſame night Don Diego had vnderſtanding of all at 
large, whereupon he was minded to returne to ſacke the 


Cittie:but fearing leaſt Pedro Aluares would eſcape him, 


he durſt not retyꝛe, and like wiſe, because his Soldiours 
could noticome to the knowledge, hom there was a new 
gouernour in the land: Do that fo2 thele tauſes be pꝛocck⸗ 
ded fozwarde: pet nofivithtanding, when newes was 
knowen in Don Diego his Campe, many of bis Soldiours 
fled from him:eſpeciallp, Father Thomas de Saint Martine, 
Diego de e guero, luan de Sayauedra, I omes de ea luarado, 
and the Factor, Tllanſucarex de Ca rauaiallein this idurneꝛ 
happened to fall fick Juan de nerrada of a tertaine inſirmi- 
tie, wherofbe died. By meane wherol Den piege Was foꝛ⸗ 
ced fo ay his ioꝛnep, x in the meane While, Pedro Alnarez | 
“patted by into b valley of Xauxa, Where Don diego thought 
to haue abode his comming pet at the length be koliowed

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him, lo that they were not karre a lunder, the one from

Pedroe Aluares, imagining by toniecture, that he was 
not ſuffitientiy manned to encounter with Don riego, he 
bien this pollicie, to deteyue him in this ſoꝛt: He appoin⸗ 


ten twentie Hoꝛſemen on a night, to enter vpon the face 


of the Uautgarde of Don piego, to appꝛehende as many of 


bis men as they pollible might, the which his cõmaunde⸗ 


ment was accoꝛdingly done: and in the allault they toke 
thee mt pꝛiloners, which they bꝛought away with them, 
of the which Pedro 24 luares cOmaunded to hang two, and 
the thirde he pꝛomiled to pardon, and to give him a thou⸗ 
fand Poyzes in golde, on cõdition that he ſhould goe to the 
Campe of Don Diego, & there to giue warning to as mae

ny of his fréends as he might, to be in a readinelle to apde 


bim, fo2 that the next night following, he meant to en⸗ 


fer Don piego his Campe, on the right hand. And foꝛ the 


perfozmante of this face, the Soldiour made a ſolempne 
‘athe: Foz Pedro Auares layned that he had put in him 
his faithfull and ſpetiall truſt, not to diſcouer his ſecrets.

vpon brought bis Soldiour to the Nack, who then opened 
all the ſetrets that was committed vnto him, vnto whoſe 
lapinges Don Diego gaue tredite, thinking all to be true 
that was conkeſſed. Mherupon the night following, he 


peepared all bis force on that hand, where he thought Pe- 
dro Aluares would haue entred: but God wot, Pedro 
Aluares meant no ſuch thing, loꝛ as ſone as he had diſ⸗ 


patched the Spie, the night being darke, he remoued his 


Campe, 
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Campe, and with all poſſible hatte pꝛoceded on his wap. 
leaning the enimie expecting all the night long, when he 
ſhould be aſſaulted, vntyll at length be lawe how he was 

deteiued, and laughed to ſcoꝛ ne, ſo that then he alſo remo 

ued his Campe, and contine wed on his wap, with great 

hate after him. M hen Pedro Aluares vnderſtode p (peed 

that his enimie made: he ſent a Wolke to Alonſo de Alua- 

rado, pꝛaping him to come and fuccour him. Aho as fone 
| asthe Poſte had done his Meſlage vnto him: be came 
| with all his power to apde his freende pedro Aluares. But 
when Don viego vnderſtode, p bothe his contraries were 
iopned with all theyꝛ foꝛce, he tealled from following of 

them, and toke his way towarde Cuſco. Then Pedro Al- 


Guito, with aduertiſement of all theyꝛ pꝛoce dinges, to 
Vaca do Castro, beſteching him to make {pede to come vn⸗ 


to them, pꝛomiſing that with Gods helpe, they would de⸗ 


lpuer the Countrep vnto him. | : 
In Xauxa deteaſſed Juan de nerrada, and Don Diego ſent 
fome part of his Hoaſt by the way of the plaines, to iopne 
with the inhabitants of Arequipa, whether his Captains 
alfo went, who robbed ¢ ſpopled all p they might lap hold 
| on in the Cittie, pea, and not contented with the ritches 
| which they found abone grounds , they digged and delucd 
in Churches, betauſe ſome there were that had infoꝛmed, 
how the Cittizens had buried they: Treaſure there. 


How Vaca de Caſtro, came to the Campe of Pedro Aluaret, 
and Alonſo de Aluarado, and was by them receyued for 
Gouernour, and what followed. Chap. iz. 


e euyll ſucceſſe of Vaca de Caſtro, in his 
Pauigation, hath bene already declared, 
how comming from Panama, to pafle into 


eg Peru, he happened to loſe an Anker, wher⸗ 
bu bis Shippe roade at an ertremitie . By 
cae 61 . iij. meanes 
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meanes whereol, he was foꝛted to ariue at the Poꝛt, cal⸗ 
led Buena Ventura, which is aſmuch to lay: as, the Port of 
good Fortune, ànd from thence he came to the gouerna⸗ 
kion of Benalcaſar, and ſo into Peru: In which iourney, he 
pated much trouble, becaule the way was long, and vn⸗ 
pꝛouided of victualles, and he alſo weake of inürmity. and 
not accuſtomed to ſuch kinde ol diet: pet notwithſtanding, 


the pꝛemiſles, in Popayan,, he had vnderſtanding ol the 


Marqueſſe death, and ok all the ſucceſle of the affapꝛes in 
Peru: in conſideration hero, be contine wed daily on his 


tourney, hoping that with his pꝛeſence, alldifcordthonin 


Il is to be vnderſtode, that although the Lycenciate 
Vaca de Castro, his comming, was principally to make in⸗ 
koꝛmatið of the death of Dox piego de Almagro, ꝑ of all ſuch 
thinges which had happened concerning the fame, with⸗ 
aut ſuſpending the Marqueſſe gouernment. Pet moꝛeo⸗ 
uer, he had lecret Letters Patents, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that ik in 
the meane whyle that he abode in that Countrey, chould 
happen the Marqueſſe to deceaſle, and leaue this moztall 
-life : that then he ſhould take and exerciſe his rome and 
charge, vntyll his Maieſtie Honlo other wile pꝛouide. 
By vertue of which Letters Patent, he was accepted g 
recepued, as ſone as he was come to the Campe of Pedro 
Aluarez, and e Alonſo de e Aluarado, where alio were ma⸗ 
ny others, that hauing notice of bis comming came the⸗ 
her to recepue him. : eee 
He bꝛought in his companp. Captapne Lorenſo de Als 
dana, ſuho was at that inant gouernour in Cuito, by the 
appointment of the Marqueſſe: rom hence he lent, before 
his departure Pedro de puelles, to prepare all furniture ne 
cellarie fo2 the Marres:he diſpatched allo Comex de Roias, 
boꝛne in the Towne of Cuellar, with his power and pꝛo⸗ 
uiſtons, directed to the Nulers of the Cittie ol Culco: re - 
quiring them to admitte him accoꝛding to the contentes 
thereof, who made (uch halte on his tourney, that he came

Mihen Vaca de Castro palled by Bracamoros, Captaine 
Pedro de Vargara, Who was occupied in the coquell ok that 
Pꝛouince, came and ſubmitted him felfe vnto him, and to 
lerue him, he left a Towne which he had newly inhabi⸗ 
ted without people, in Which Townes he had once koꝛtifi⸗ 
ed him ſelfe, meaning there to reſiſt the force ol Don piego 
de eAlmagre. Nhe Daca de Castro was come to the Citte 
of Trugillio: be found there Gomez deTordoya, who was 
lately come from the Campe about certaine woꝛds which 


he had palled with Pedro Aluarex, K with him were Garei- 


145 de la Vega and other Gentlemen. 

At the inſkaunt when Usca de Castro departed from 
Trugillio to goe tothe Cape of Pedro Aluarex, he had in

drxo eAluarez,and Monſo de Aluarado recepued him iop⸗ 
fully: and after that he had hewed the Emperours oꝛder

ieſties feruice, This aunfwere he made, thinkyng to bꝛidle the 
prefamption Of Genſalo Piſurro, and atta he like wiſe, imagined 
chat his tõmyng would hinder the agrement with Dow Diego, 
berauſe Pifarro might hope of ſome reuenge, and for that con⸗ 
ſdderation alfa, Don Diego would feare to yeeld hym ſelf. Da 
thers helde opinion, that i Gonſalo Pifarre ſhotild happen ta 
come to the Campe, that then he would pꝛelume to take vpon 
hym the office ol General, beyng a man ſo well beloved emõg 
the Commonaltie, all thefe thinges conſidered, Vaca de Castro:

uarado with their conſozts, € like wiſe he ment not to diſcharge 
his armie, vntil he fawe pardon from his Maieſtie, firmed with

his armie would palſe vnto hym, he was therein deceiued. But

plate was very vnſtt oz aſperous to fight a hatraile in. In this 
plalne af Chupas he abode thꝛee daies, in which {pace, it cealed 


not krom rainyng, becauſe it was thẽ the nuddeſt of winter, and 


the louldiers attended alwaies armed, becauſe v enemies were 
at bande, ſo that hay, what hap might, he determined to abide 
the battalle, ſeiug that no other meane could be had, he alfa ſtood 

in doubt of fame of bis men, who had been tokoze in the battaile 
of Salnag, ſaiyng that his Male ſtie had not accepted of their

Furnaces, called Guayras, wherein they vle to melt with 
coles and (hepes dung, with the only foꝛce of the apze, with 
gut any other inſtrument. Theſe Mines are called Potoſi, 
by reaſon that al the boꝛders there about are focalled;. 
hele Indian woꝛkemen are riche, foꝛ he that bath but 
foure oꝛ ſiue thouſand popzes, is counted but pooꝛe:notwith 
ſtandyng the great penſion oꝛ tribute which they pay vnto 
their maiſters, and all ſuch woꝛkemen, which come thither. 
to Wogke, will not willingly depart from thence, by reaſon 
that their paines ¢-peril is not comparable to other Pines, 
by blowynge of the bellowes, with the greate ſmoke of the : 
coles:and like wile the Sulfer al the baynes ot Ewe. 
Ullhen the reperticion of theſe Mines were made, they: 
began fo. pꝛouide all fortes of neceſlary Widualles fo2 the 
wwzkemen, which was a thing very dittieil to do, conſider⸗ 
tage b great number of Indians which daily came to ferus:

that a buthell of Paiz, came to be worth twentie taſtlins of 
Gold, and a buchell of Mheate as much:and a Sacke of the 
tarbes, called Coca, was worth. zo popzes, pea, and after⸗ 
ward it tame to bee derer: vet through the great treaſure 
which there was founde, all the other Pines were left Die 
habtted, and eſpecially the Pines of Porco, where Hernando 
piſarro had à great poꝛcion of ground, out af the whiche bes 
gathered great riches. ˖ 
The Pines alſo which gathered gold in Cambaya,e other 


riuers, left their woꝛkes ¢ came to Potoſi, betauſe they foũd 
there greater profit without cöpariſon. They which vnder⸗ 
ſtand in theſe wazkes, holde opinion that by manikeſt tos 


kens theſe Pines are of perpetuitie. 

l ith this good ſucceſſe, Captapne cara uajal began to ga⸗ 
ther great ſummes of treaſure, in ſuch ſoꝛte, be toke pols 
leſtion of al the Indians and Anaconas, of ſuch Bpaniards as 
were llapne oꝛ fled, oꝛ had bern agaynt him in his fozmer
